A Liberal Offer 


TR E S PA SS IN G ON RAILROADS 


The following editorial that ap­ 
peared in the Fort W orth Record of 
F e b ru ary ti offers food for reflection 
by the people of Texas: 
A few days ago a citizen of Del Rio 
and his little boy were killed by a 
ra ilro a d train while they stood on a 
bridge looking at the water rushing 
over a dam below. 
They had been 
walking for pleasure and stopped on 
the bridge, which is not far from a 


keep livestock otf their right of way 
I by fences and stock guards, but these 
do not deter human trespassers who 
move at will upon any railroad track 
th at lies in the direction of their 


curve. The noise of the rushing wat­ 
ers prevented them from hearing the 
train and the curve prevented the lo­ 
comotive engineer from seeing them 
until it was too late. 
The incident recalls a statement by 
Hon. Brown F. Lee of San Angelo, 
recently published in the Texas press. 
Mr. Lee cites figures showing that LIO 
out of 279 persons killed by Texas 
ra ilro a d trains last year were tres­ 
passers, and that 49,113 trespassers 
were killed in the United States, be 
ing TG per cent of all killed in the op 
eration of railroad trains during v 
10-year period. As he suggests, some 
thing ought to be done to stop the 
trespassing upon railroads. Human 
life is too valuable to be sacrificed b\ 
carelessness. Besides, there is an el­ 
ement of rank injustice in requiring 
a railway company to pay damages 
for injuries to persons who have no 
rig h t to be upon its tracks. 
The law wisely provides for the 
protection of railway employes and 
passengers by requiring elaborate 
and multiplied safety devices. It does 
rn

Crossing railroads upon their pub­ 
lic highways, which 
i s necessary, 
causes m a n y deaths and injuries 
which it is impossible to prevent. 
But trespassing beyond the highway 
ought to be prohibited by law with 
penalties sufficient to restrain the per­ 
son of average intelligence. 
Sound public policy in the protec­ 
tion of human life and simple justice 
to the railway corporations call for 
some legislative effort to arrest the 
decade harvest of 49,113 trespassers 
upon railway tracks. T h at number of 
persons represents a small citv and 
several million dollars a year in p ro ­ 
ductive energy, not to mention the 
homes sorrowed, the women widowed 
md the children orhaned.

TREE LEGEND 


Explanation of Its So-Called 
Wonderful Properties. 


Tamla Caspl Is Not a Myth, but a 
Fact, Although Not Exactly In 
Way Popular Rumor Haa 
Presented IL 


The Point of View.

The leaves of the Peruvian rain tree 
are said to have the property of con­ 
densing atmospheric moisture In large 
quantities and precipitating it in the 
fofm of rain. 
According to one writer, “the water 
falls from the leaves and oozes from 
the trunk and forms veritable rivers 
which can* be led as irrigating canals 
to any point desired. 
Making liberal 
allowance for evaporation and infiltra­ 
tion, a square mile grove of the trees 
would supply for distributiou 
about 
100,000 gallons of water dally. 
On the strength of similar stories 
one of the trees to which the name 
rain tree has been most often applied, 
viz., Albizzia (or Pothecolobium) Ba­ 
nian, has lately been exploited and 
sold extensively in Australia. 
The 
virtues claimed for it have proved to 
be altogether Illusory, says the Scien­ 
tific American, although it Is useful as 
a shade tree and is widely planted for 
this 
purpose in 
semi-tropical 
and 
tropical countries. 
The legend of the rain tree or rain­ 
ing tree dates back to the stories of 
the Fortunate Isles, where no rain fell 
from the skies and the soil was re­ 
freshed by the moisture shed by a 
tree of the sort described. The early 
navigators brought home stories of 
similar trees in the East Indies, in 
Guinea, Brazil, etc. 
The Peruvian rain tree appears to 
have been brought to the notice of 
the world by the reports of a United 
States consul In Peru about 
1877. 
These reports were widely quoted at 
the time and led the government of 
India to seek information on the sub­ 
ject from the authorities of Kew Gar­ 
dens. 
The investigations of W. T. 
Thistleton Dyer brought to light a 
plausible explanation of at least a part 
of the rain tree stories. 
The traveler Spruce reported his 
own experience with the rain tree as 
follows: 
‘T he Tamia caspi or rain tree of 
the Eastern Peruvian Andes is not a 
myth, but a fact, although not exactly 
in the way popular rumor has lately 
presented it. 
I first witnessed the 
phenomenon in September, 1855, when 
residing at Tarapota. I had gone one 
morning at daybreak with two assist­ 
ants Into the adjacent wooded hills to 
botanize. 
A little after seven o’clock 
we came under a lowish spreading 
tree, from which with 
a 
perfectly 
clear sky overhead a smart rain was 
falling. 
A glance upward showed a 
multitude of cicadas sucking the juices 
of the tender young branches and 
leaves and squirting 
forf’i 
slender 
streams of limpid fluid.” 
This is not the only explanation. 
That 
many 
plants 
spontaneously 
exude moisture under suitable condi­ 
tions is well known. The phenomenon 
is called “guttation,” and has perhaps 
been most fully described by A. Bur- 
gersteln in his work Die Transpiration 
der Pflanzen (Jena, 1904). The mois­ 
ture drawn up from the roots of plants 
most frequently passes off into the 
air in a gaseous form, I. e., by trans­ 
piration. 
If the air is saturated with mois­ 
ture and if the supply of moisture to 
the roots is mopious then liquid drops 
will be excluded, sometimes In large 
quantities. 
Molisch records a case in 
which a single leaf of a species of 
Colocasia gave off 190 drops per min­ 
ute. 
Burgersteln gives a list of 241 
plants, belonging to 101 families, in 
which guttation has been observed. 
This process goes on 
chiefly at 
night, and in cloudy and foggy weath­ 
er, i. e., when the relative humidity of 
the air Is highest. 
It is altogether 
probable that in the moisture parts 
of the tropics there are trees which 
exhibit this phenomenon in such a de­ 
gree that the name “rain tree” may 
be fittingly applied to them. 
It is, however, certain that no such 
process can occur in a dry climate 
and that the proposal to plant the 
rain tree as a panacea against drought 
Is entirely chimerical.

Cheap and Abundant 
Fuel.— 
30,000,000,000 tons en 
Deposit. 


In a report issued by Prof. VT. ]». 
Phillips, Director of the Bureau of 
Economic Geology and Technology, 
some interesting data is given on 
the fuels of 
Texas. 
The 
lignite 
fields of the State probably extend 
over 60,000 square miles, so the pam­ 
phlet states, and the original supply 
of this fuel lying beneath our sur­ 
face is estimated at 30,000,000,000 
tons. 
As the amount taken from 
the earth so far amounts to only a 
small per cent, the supply of this 
fuel need occasion no anxiety for the 
next thousand years or so. 
Every 
known variety of lignite has been 
found in Texas, 
from a material 
carrying but a few per cent of fixed 
carbon to nearly 45 per cent and 
with from 30 per cent of volatile and 
combustible matter to more than 76 
per cent. The beds of this fuel run 
from 15 feet and more in thickness 
to depts of 400 to COO feet. 
The 
counties in which workable beds of 
lignite occur are Anderson, Ange­ 
lina, Atascosa, Bastrop, Bowie, Brew­ 
ster, Caldwell, Camp, Cass, Chero­ 
kee, Dimmitt, Fayette, 
Freestone, 
Grimes, Harrison, Henderson, Hop­

The average value of the lignite 
mined in Texas in 1910 at the mines 
was 96 cents, the production having 
been 979,232 tons, the largest in the 
history of the State. 
It may be accepted as a fact that 
there is enough lignite beneath the 
surface of Texas to run our engines, 
supply our factories and provide fuel 
for heating purposes for several cen­ 
turies to come. 
The University of Texas is using 
lignite for running the power house 
of that institution, a Texas rail­ 
road is using it for fuel, and Tex­ 
as lignite bids fair to become uni­ 
versally used as a fuel during the 
next decade.

According to Republican doctrine, a 
scientific protective tariff is one which 
Imposes duties equal to the excess of 
the cost of production at home over 
th.* cost abroad plus a reasonable prof­ 
it to the home producer. 
If we do not include the profit of the 
producer abroad in his cost of produc­ 
tion, and if we can agree as to what 
is a reasonable profit to the home 
producer, It may be admitted that a 
tariff framed in accordance with this 
rule would be much 
more 
tolerable 
than 2JXTT we have had for a century. 
But it would not be scientific for rea­ 
sons like these; 
1. It is not scientific to take from the 
gains of some producers to swell the 
gains of others. 
The above rule as­ 
sumes that this is just in any case 
where the cost of 
production is less 
abroad than at home. 
But it is evi­ 
dently unjust and therefore unscien­ 
tific. 
2. All commerce arises out of the 
fact that the people of every commu­ 
nity can produce a few things better 
than any others, and can prosper only 
by exchanging those few 
for 
such 
ether things as they want. 
The Re­ 
publican doctrine is at war with this 
fact. 
It would induce some men to 
produce things at a loss by forcing 
their 
self-supporting 
neighbors 
to 
make up their losses with good profits 
added. This is not science, but injus­ 
tice by act of congress. 
3. Practically it is impossible for a 
commission to find out the difference 
between cost at home and abroad.

TWELVE DOLLARS A MINUTE 


That Sum In Good American Coin Is 
j Paid Into the Coffers of Uncle Sam 
by Peoria Distilleries. 


As we are seeking to promote tem­ 
perance and,the banishment of liquor 
,from our midst, and are doing so (as 
far as adding “anti-saloon” territory 
is concerned) it might be of interest 
to look over some figures given by a 
secular paper, in regard to the rev­ 
enue derived by the government from 
this traffic the past year; and from 
where it came, writes S. H. McMillan 
of Effingham, 111., in the United Pres­ 
byterian. 
We quote from the article 
at the beginning. 
“The four leading 
distilleries of Peoria, according to a 
rough estimate, pay into the coffers of 
Uncle Sam every minute of the day 
and night, the year round, the sum of 
$1.2, in good, hard, American coin; ac­ 
cording to figures made public by the 
■commissioner of internal revenue. Illi­ 
nois and Peoria still continue to lead 
the list of states and cities in the mat­ 
ter of internal revenue collections; 
the nearest competitor to 
it 
being 
■New York, but is nine millions behind 
it. 
There is no other revenue dis­ 
trict in the world except New York 
that anywhere nearly approaches Pe­ 
oria on import duties. 
The total col­ 
lections for the United States for the 
year ending June 30, 1911, was $322,- 
526,269, 
as 
against 
approximately 
$290,000,000 for the preceding year. 
This is the greatest year in the his­ 
tory of the government since the in­ 
ternal revenue law was passed. 
The 
previous “high-water” mark being in 
1866, when $310,000,000 was collected, 
but this was in time of extraordinary 
needs, and 
resulted 
from 
extraor­ 
dinary legislation.

Bought and paid for—that was the 
accepted position of the nation’s gov­ 
ernment to the special Interests, and 
with no power left save the courts to 
question the validity of tile title. 
How this private property in gov­ 
ernment was capitalized into individ­ 
ual pockets is written large in late 
history. 
The tariff was first given 
another unlift, and then, with the 
Spanish war out of the way, the sup­ 
pression of competition to get the full 
private benefit of tariff swept through 
the country like a whirlwind. Trusts 
and trusts of trusts rose In scores; 
the millionaires were made in a day; 
the shadow of the billionaire ap­ 
peared; and captains of high finance 
sought a ratification of special bar­ 
gains in the White House itself. 
“They built up Zion with blood, and 
Jerusalem with iniquity.” They sowed 
the wind. Has anybody supposed the 
whirlwind was to be avoided? It had 
to come; It Is here; and the sooner 
the inevitable reaping is over the bet­ 
ter.—St. Louis Republic.
